G.S.R. 301(E).—The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, which the Central Government proposes to make, after consul¬ 
tation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), is hereby publish¬ 
ed, as required by the said sections, for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft rule will be taken into consideration 
after the expiry of 90 days from the date on which the copies of foe Official Gazette in 
which this notification is published are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to 
the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified will be taken into considera¬ 
tion by the Central Government: 


DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
in rule 21 for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

(a) “Import licence” means cither a licence in Form 10 to Import drugs specified in 
Schedules C and C(l), excluding those specified in Schedule V, or a licence 
in Form 10A to import drugs specified in Schedule V.\

(2) In granting the licence the licensing authority shall have regard to_ 

(i) the premises where the imported substances will be stocked is equipped with 
proper storage accommodation for preserving the properties 0 f drugs to 
which the licence applies; 


(ii) the occupation, trade or business ordinarily carried out by the applicant: 

Provided Wat the licensing authority may refuse toi grant a licence in Form 10A in 
respect of any applicant where he is satisfied that the applicant has not com¬ 
plied with the provisions of the Act or rules or by reason of his conviction 
under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 or rules made thereunder or the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act, 1940 or rules made thereunder or due to reasons of 
previous suspension or cancellation of the licences granted to him, he is not 
a fit person to whom a licence should be granted. Any person who is 
aggrieved by the order passed by the licensing authority may, within 30 days 
of the receipt of the order, appeal to the Central Government and the 
Central Government may after such enquiry into the matter as it consider 
necessary and after giving the appellant an opportunity for representing his 
views in the matter make such orders in relation thereto as it thinks fit which 
s’nall be final.”, 

6. In rule 26 of the said rules, to condition (vl), the following proviso shall be added,

“Provided that in respect of the sale or distribution of drugs specified in Schedule V a 
separate record or register shall be maintained and shall show the following details,

fee, in the case of Form 24E rupees four hundred plus an additional fee at 
the rate of rupees two hundred per month or part thereof in addition to the 
inspection fee, in the case of Form 24 rupees two hundred plus an additional 
fee at the rate of rupees one hundred per month or part thereof in addition 
to the inspection fee.
